A PROCLAMATION 
By The Governor 


Be It Known that the right or 
privilege to vote is the corner- 
stone on which the democratic 
governments are erected, and 

Be It Known that many citi- 
zens of Alabama are restrained 
from voting because of the poll 
tax requirements of the Ala- 
bama Constitution, and 

Be It Known that the payment 
of a poll tax by an elector, or by 
someone in his behalf, in no way 
Signifies the ability of the elect- 
or to cast an intelligent ballot 
for the preservation of demo- 
cracy, and 

Be It Known that many Sou- 
thern states have abolished their 
poll tax requirement for voting 
and Alabama is the only politi- 
cal entity in the world having a 
cumulative poll tax, and 

Be It Known that this is a di- 
rect discrimination against nat- 
ive Alabamians as it requires a 
poll tax payment from 21 to 45 
years of age and allows persons 
moving to Alabama to become 
voters on the payment of poll

Spider in Seismograph Sets 


Up False ‘Quake Recording 

NEW YORK, N. Y.—That was no 
earthquake that was recorded on 
the City College Babor  seismo- 
graph station, That was a spider. 

So it was revealed by Prof, Dan- 
fel T, O'Connell, director of the sta- 
tion, which is at Finley Hall, 136th 
street and Amsterdam avenue, 
Whats more, the intrusive creature 
knocked the station out of a first- 
place accuracy rating by the 
United States coast and geodetic 
survey. 

The spider found its way into 
the mechanism of the vertical com 
ponent, one of three seismometers 
of the station, leaped upon the 
sensitive pendulum and registered 
a violent, earthquake-like reaction, 
Then it spun a web, causing a lull 
in the instrument's recording

Pope Says Apostle Peter 


Buried in “Eternal City” 

ROME, — Pope Pius, in an ad- 
dress to 6,000 Rome students, said 
that the burial place of the Apostle 
Peter “is and was under the 
cupola of St. Peter's Church,” 

Archaeological findings ‘‘demon- 
strate that,’ the Pontiff said, 

It had been anticipated that the 
Pope, sooner or later, would af- 
firm the truth of the tradition that 
St. Peter, martyred in Rome, was 
buried on the site of the world’s 
largest Christian church, 

However, he had been expected 
to delay the disclosure until some- 
time during the Holy Year, open- 
ing next Christmas Eve, 

The Pope made his statement 
about St. Peter's burial place 
quite casually, in the course of 
an address, whose topic was the 
duty of the young to prepare them- 
selves for ‘responsible offices'’ in 
later age, 

He urged upon the students the 
study of Latin—‘‘not a dead tongue 
but the key that opens the foun- 
tains of history’’—as of Italian and 
other modern languages.
